WHITE HOUSE, 
Washington (D C.) Feb. 24, 1988. 

Hon. Clark Howell, editor of the 
Conatitution, Atlanta, Ga.—Dear Mr. 
Howell: As to the Federal appoint- 
ments in the South. Frankly, seems 
to me that my appointments speak for 
themselves and that my policy is self- 
explanatory. So far from feeling that 
they need the slightest apology or ¢x- 
planation, my position is on the 
strength of what I have done, and I 
have the right to claim the support of 
all good citizens who wish not only a 
high standard of Federai service, but 
fair and equitable dealing to the South, 
as well as to the North, and a policy 
of consistent justice and good-will to- 
ward all men. In making appointments} 
I have sought to consider the feeling 
of the people of each locality. so far as 
I could consistently do so, without sac- 
rificing principle. The prime tests I 
have applied have been those of char- 
acter, fitness and ability, and when I 
have been diesatisficd with what has 
been offered within my own party lines 
I have without hesitation gone to the 
opposite party, and you are, of course, 
aware that I havee repeatedly 
dotie th im your own State

It happens I have ap-/ 
pointed a white man to succeed a col- 
ored man as postmaster at Athens and 
surveyor at Atlanta. In South Caro- 
line, I have similarly appointed a white 
postmaster to succeed a colored post- 
in South Carolina, I 
have nominated a colored man to fill 
a vacancy in the position of collector 
of the port of Charleston, just as in 
Georgia I have reappointed the col- 
ored man who is now serving as col- 
lector of the port of Savannah. Both 
are fit men. Why the appointment of 
one should cause any more excitement 
than the appointment of the other I 
am wholly at a .vss to imagine. I 
need hartily say that to connect either 
of these appointments, or any or all 
my appointments or my actions in up- 
holding the law at Indianola with 
such questions as "social equality” and 
“negro domination” is as absurd as to 
connect them with the nebular hy- 
pothesis or theory of atoms. 
I have consulted freely with your 
own Senators and Congresamen as to 
the character and capacity of any ap- 
pointees in Georgfa, concernmg whom 
there was any question. My party ad- 
visers in the State have been Maj. 
Hanson of Macon. Mr. Walter John- 
gon of Atianta—both of them ex-Con- 
federate soldiers—and Mr. Harry Still- 
well Edwards of Macon. i believe you 
will agree with me that in no State 
would it be possible to find gentlemen 
abler and more upright, or better 
qualified to fill the positions they have 
filled with reference to me. In every 
instance where these gentlemen have 
united in making a recommendation, I 
have been able to follow their ad- 
vice. 
Am I not right in saying that the 
Federal officeholders whom I have ap- 
pointed throughout your State, are a 
body of men and women of a high or- 
Ger of efficiency and integrity? . 
If you know of any Federal office- 
holder in Georgia of whom thie is 
not true, pray let me know at once. 
I will welcome testimony from you, or 
from any other reputable citizens 
which will tend to show that a given 
public officer is unworthy; and, most 
emphatically, short will be the ehrift 
of any one whose lack of worth is 
proven. Incidentally, I may mention 
that a large percentage of the incum- 
bents of Federal offices in Georgia un- 
der me are, as I understand it, of your 
own political faith.

IN THE UNIVERSE. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
LONDON, March 1.—{EBxclusive Dis- 


patch.) The attention of the thinking 
world will be attracted by a remark- 
able article in the Fortnightly Review 
for March by Dr. Alfred Russell Wal- 
lace, entitled “Man's Piace in the 
Cniverse.” The eminent writer has 
assemble all the latest astroromical 
and ether ecientific discoveries and 
knowledge bearing upon the subject. 
He deduces therefrom this marvelous 
theory: 

that the earth, or solar 
tem, is the physical center of the etel- 
lar universe. 

Second, that the supreme end and 
purpose of this vast universe was the 
preduction and development of the 
living soul in the perishable body of 
man. ‘ 

Dr. Wallace first reminds us that 
to early astronomers the earth was the 
center of the visible universe, the 
sun moon, planets and stars all revolv- 
ing around it in eccentric and com- 
plex orbits. After that, as progressive 
knowledge showed us the utter insig- 
nificance of even our solor system, we 
seem driven to the other extreme. The 
tendency of all recent astronomical 
research has been to .give us wider 
views of the vastness and variety and 
marvelous complexity of the stellar 
universe, and proportionately to re- 
duce the importance of our little speck 
of earth almost to the vanishing point. 
Modern sceptics, in the light of this 
knowledge, point out the irrationality 
and absurdity of supposing that the 
Creator of all this unimaginable vast- 
ness of sun and systems should have 
any special interest {nf so pitiful a 
creajure as man, the degraded or im- 
perfectiy-developed inhab itant of one 
of the smaller planets attached to «a 
second or third-rate sun, while that 
He should have gelected this little 
world for the scene of the tremendous 
and necessarily unique sacrifice of His 
Son in order to save a portion of these 
miserable sinners from the natura! 
consequences of their sins is, in their 


view, the crowning absurdity, too in- 
| credible to be believed by any ra- 


tional being. 

It must be confessed, says Dr. Wal- 
lace, that theologians have no adequate’ 
reply to this rude attack, while many 
of them have felt their position to be 
untenable and have renounced the 
ideas of special revelation and 
preme Savigr for the exclusive bene- 
fit of so minute and insignificant 4 
speck in the universe. Dr. Wallace 
then adduces the evidence from the 
great body of new facts and observa- 
tions made within the last quarter of 


there would be about one billion four 
hundred million visible. In the best 
modern telescopes, telescopic observa- 
tion and photographic charts show 
nothing approaching this number. The 
latest estimate does not exceed 100,- 
000,000. As the power of instruments 
reaches further and further into 
space, they find a continuous diminu- 
tion In the number of stars, thus in- 
dicating an approach to the outer lim- 
its of the stellar universe. 

This conclusion is further enforced 
by the fact that there are numerous 
dark passages in the heavens where 
hardiy any stars are visible, and those 
seen, projected on an intensely dark 
background, continue to present the 
same features in telescopes of the 
highest powers as they do in those of 
moderate size. This could not possi- 
bly happen if the stars were infinite 
| in number, or even if they extended 
in similar profusion into spaces much 
greater than thore which our tele- 


scopes can reach, because in that case 
these dark backgrounds would be il- 
luminated by the light of millions of 
stars so distant as to be separately in- 
visible, as in the case of the Milky 
Way.

uniforms were seized. Several hun- 
dred recruits were raised in Hongkong 
and several thousand uniforms, quan- 
tities of arms, ammunition, canned 
provisions and food supplies had been 
dispatched to Canton. ‘ihe rebels had 
arranged to rise at a signal January 
28, at the beginning of the New Year 
celebration, and waylay and murder 
the mandarins and high officials. Fires 
were to be started at various parts of 
Canton and the treasury sacked. 

The British gunboats Britomar! and 
Morven went at once to Canton, when 
the plot was discovered. To aid in the 
sack of Canton, a force of rebeis un- 
der Col. Chon were hidden at a smali 
eity, mot tar distant, ready to march 
on Canton, when the signal was given. 
The gates of Canton have been kepi 
closed since the intended uprising, anu 
numbers of arresis and summary gxe- 
cutions have taken place.

HBALTH OFFICIALS SATISFIED.

APPROPRIATIONS TOO SMALL.

NOT A POLYGAMIST. 
SMOOT REPEATS DENIAL. 

{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMPS.) 

WASHINGTON, March 1.—[E«cctu- 
sive Dispatch.) Apostie Reed smoot 
of the Mormon Church in Utah, and 
member-elect of the United States 
Senate, repeats the denial he made 
two days ago that he is a polygamist. 

“I am not a polygamist,” said Smoot. 
“I have but one wife, and one family. 
Il was astounded at the charges made 
by Rev. Mr. Leilup that I am a polyga- 
mist. I have read his affidavit care- 
fully and notice that he does not 
specify. He merely makes the charge 
that I am a polygamist, and then goes 
behind the statement that the record 
of my alleged plural marriage is held 
secret by the governing body of the 
Mormon church, and that nobody can 
get at it. Other gentlemen of Utah 
who made a protest 


The protests against the seating of 
Smoot have been filed with his creden- 
tials. If the Senate holds a special 
session to ratify the canal and Cuban 
treaties, the Senate Committee on 
Privileges and Elections will pass on 
the charge therein contained. Unless 
it can be proved that Mr. Smoot ts a 
polygamist, he will be seated, for the 
Committee on Privileges and Elections 
has to do merely with the election of 
Smoot. There is no charge that the 
election was not regular and straight. 
He received a majority of the votes 
cast by the Legisiature, and he has his 
certificate of election from the Gov- 
ernor of the State. 

The question of Smoot's religion wil! 
cut no figure in determining his status, 
any more than the kind of collar he 
wears. If he is an American citizen of 
lawful age and properly elected, the 
protests that he is a Mormon will not 
avail. Of course, if it is proved that 
Smoot is a polygamist in defiance of 
law, that would complicate matters 


and might lead to his unseating. The 
Senate is absolutely judge of the quall- 
fications of its own members, as is the 
House of Representatives by the terms 
of legislation.

The measure now submitted 
provides that the government may de- 
posit any public money, including this 
$143,000,000, with national banks, In no 
case exceeding in amount 75 per cent. 
of the paid-up and unimpaired capital 
of any national bank, without exact- 
ing government or other bonds, but 
the governmery shal! have a first lien 
upon the assets of such bank and shall 
receive interest on such deposits at 
the rate of 2 per cent. per annum, pay- 
able semi-annually on the first days 
of January and July. It will be seen 
that the effect of the provision wil 
be within the next few months, say 
certainly within a year, to release the 
toal amount of bonds now deposited 
to secure government deposits, viz., 
£125,900.000 of government bonds and 
$22,000.000 of State and other bonds, 
now held by the treasury, in addition 
thereto, as security for such deposits. 
The bonds so relen may then be 
used by the banks for further increas- 
ine their bond-secured circulation. 
which will undoubtedly be much 
needed during the coming fall months.
